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HISTORICAL ANDOVER. 


No, 94. 
Sample; of Poors. 


Hard isit to choose from the mass of 
material at hand, just what is ‘of most 
interest’ to public or descendants. The 


line of §John Poor and Mary Faulkner, ; 


and. that,of Sam and Debora Kimball 
in the fourth géneration were started 
along the Merrimac where the old road 
sweeps around the Paper mill site to 
Andover Bridge, and. along Beacon 
Street back to the . Lowell road and 
down towards Poor's Bridge along And- 
over Street where Broadway now 
crosses. ‘They began to buy land from 


Stevens and Barnard on the upland be- 
‘tween Phillips Hill and Frye Village, 


still held by descendants, ‘Ben and *Eb- 
enezer, sons of “Sam were farmers and 
perhaps later innholders, while there is 
no doubt about ‘Tim and ‘John being 
innholders from an early time, They 
all lived on the stage roads to the Fords 
and Ferries near Bodwell's Falls. The 
fishing season brought the annual camp 
of teams and patrons to the grounds 
along the river on the Barker farm, and 
booms for arresting timber and rights 
of passing across’ the 3 acres along the 
bank were sold with these border estate 
constantly changing hands the last of 
the 18th century. ‘Ben, ‘Peter and *Ab- 
raham with Samuel Johnson, called 
gentlemen, ‘John, ‘Tim, ‘Ebenezer 
Poor called yeoman, with John Abbott, 
Jr, Jacob Grainger, and Michael 
Parker, who lived along the river, and 
John Chickering of Pembroke, N. H., 
joiner, get eleven twelfths of the fishing 


privileges, with the wharf, and the fish- 


house, about 1783. This place must 
have been a scene of bustle during the 
passing of the fish. Some famous tales 
are told of the salmon and sturgeon. 
The daughter of ‘Daniel Poor married 
Peter Coburn of Dracut, and at his 
tavern, when a Dracut Parson was 
settled, and 100 horses were tied in the 
fields, while Parson Symmes’ boys from 
Andover led the revels by night, the 
great brass kettle was filled with salmon 
enough to require 20 Ibs. of melted 
butter for sauce. ‘Ben and ‘Ebenezer 
Poor both made alliances with those 
Dracut Varnums, and to Andover, Me., 
they went finally to carry our Andover 
ways. Miss Dora Hall of Lawrence, 
the well known merchant is a descend- 
ant. | The son of ‘Ebenezer, ‘Ebenezer, 
was a physician of Andover before he 
left, and active in settling estates — as 
late as 1806. Sylvanus married the 
daughter of Ezekiel Merrill and the es. 
tate was sold to Peter Martifi “iii 1797 
and is now occupied as near as IT can 
place it by the Holmes family at the 
canal gates. The history of Andover, 
Me., is one of great interest as many 
of the Andover families allied to this 
family went up with them, 

‘Timothy and ‘John, sons of %John 
seem to keep the property undivided 
for two generations and held farms be- 
tween the old schoolhouse site and the 
Lowell Railroad Crossing on Andover 


| the imps. 


Street. Perhaps the Essex House now 
remodelled, on the corner of Andover 
Street and Broadway, is the oldest now 
of all the homesteads of this line, John 
and Chloe (Lovejoy) were possibly the 
first to build there about the time of 
thé Revolution. Their daughter ‘Betsy 
married Hezekiah Plummer, and he 
built the low square mansion on the op- 
posite corner. The old Caleb Richard- 
son estate, Jater a Saunders’ homestead 
stood on the South West . corner, while 
after a good deal of — swapping 
land, ‘Henry the grandson of ‘John 
‘built the present Shawshin house. He 
was a trader and had a grocery store 
below and a shoe shop above.  <Abiel 
Stevens had learned to make _ pianos in 
the West and meant to buy the house 
for a factory, but the line of *Theodore 
had some claim on the ground, so he 
took the business across the river to the 
site of the Arlington Mills, Later 
on ‘Timothy’s grandson ‘Samuel 
swapped about, and took the brick 
house as an inn, and was the last of the 
line to keep a tavern in the Merrimac 
border. His brother "Timothy went 
over into Methuen and kept an inn near 
the Spicket Iron Works and moved off 
to N. HL, latef on, and back around into 
Haverhill. Across the way, at the old 
Essex House, the line of *John did not 
prosper. Mary Osgood Bradley was 
not strong enough for the burden laid 
upon her. The nerves of the mother 
and a large band of sickly infants must 
have suffered from uncongenial sur- 
roundings. After the war of 1812, 40 
British officers out on parole were 
quartered there, and the carousing as 
reported by the young lads who hung 
about the place, was nothing unusual 
for those days, but the infants suc- 
cumbed, and at 40, Mary lay down 
tired out, John not long surviving her, 
and later the house was empty a good 
deal, and stories began to go out that 
“haunts” still *revelled. One of-our 
brave lads tried a night alone in the 
building, but the racket was too much 
forhim. Years later, when the father 
of our comrade and leader, Charlie 
Clement, lighted awhile after the 
fashion of house carpenters, in the old 
inn, the children of the “corporation’’ 
families held high revels again and the 
happy laughter must have cleared out 
The house has taken on a 
new jacket, while its neighbor, the 
Shawshin House across the way after 
finding “the teeter board of life” very 
low down, has risen to a genteel 
boarding house with a garden, One 
son in the West John, and ‘Polly, the 
eldest daughter outlived the rest. She 
was the mother of our Clark and Wes- 
ley Richardson and there seemed no 
lack of vigor in the arm that held the 
fire chariot horses, the day her young 
grandson Ammon swept down street 
to save our Indian Ridge. This family 
owned the slave Salem Poor as adowry 
Chloe Lovejoy wife of *John Poor. One 
of the grand-mothers brought the infant 
up from Salem on her saddle as she re- 
turned from a visit “to see the ships come 
in” asa lass.’ Chloe was not born till 1752, 
and there was hardly time to raise

presided at the crossing of the road 
throngh the yard.

Development in Patagonia. 


President Roca of Argentina has. been 
visiting the great sotthern regions of 
the republic and in his message to con- 
gress last month he outlined what the 
government desired todo for Patago- 
nia, parts of which are capable of sup- 
porting a large population, He spoke 
in terms, of the warmest praise of the 
work done by the Welsh colony and the 
story he told. of ‘the enterprise and suc- 
cess of these foreignors ig quite re- 


‘|markable. To understand: what they 


have done it must he remembered that 
the greater part of Patagonia east of 
the Cordilleras, is a@ stony, almost rain- 
less desert, The country is in the region 
of the west winds, and the moisture 
from the Patific falls in rain on the 


| west slope of the Andes, and go’ tthe 


vast plains to the east get little of it, 
But there are long rivers crossing these 
great plains, and they are swollen at 
times by melting snows from the moun- 
tains and.by irrigation, parts of their 
valleys may be made fertile. 

Thirty-four years ago, 132-coal min- 
ers from Wales settled near the At- 
lantic coast in the valley of the Chu- 
but,’ ‘one of the largest of the Patago- 
nian rivers. They knew nothing about 
farming but were tired of labor troubles 
at home, and a countryman induced 
them to go to this virgin region across 
the sea and begin life anew. The land 
they settled on did not took very prom- 
ising but it was the best they could 
find. Indians were their only neighbors, 
and fortunately the white pioneers were 
men of kindly feeling and won the 
friendship of the natives who were 
helpful to the emigrants wnen_ they 
were in sore need. 

The: Welshmen set about the work of 
building their cabins and sowing and 
tilling the ground, but their crops were 
wretched in this arid region and suffer- 
ing came which was mitigated by the 
Tehuel-che Indians, who brought to the 
colonists berries from the mountains 
and gave them game and fish in ex- 
change for small wares from England. 
But the colony would certainly have 
failed if it had not occurred to them 
that they might make their flelds pro- 
ductive by damming the Chubut, River 
and turning the flood over ‘the land. 

Qnly the.beautiful results of this 
scheme need be referred to here. 
plain that was irirgated is forty-elght 
miles long with a mean breadth of five 
miles and the area is about 100,000 acres 
of as fine land as any farmer need to 
plough. The soil consists cniefly of vol- 
canic ashes, which makes the best of 
tillage land if it is sufficiently watered. 
A network of 230 miles of irrigating 
canals carries the water to the fields, 
and ‘the size of the farms varies from 
250 to 375 acres. 
in wheat, and the -crops are about 
sevenfold as abundant as those of any 
other settlement in that region. 

Today the wheat of “New Wales” has 
the reputation of being the very best 
that is.produced in South America, 
About 2000 tons are exported every year 
to Liverpool, after filling the local de- 
mand, The colonists gave up the vain 


tuary of the Chebut river, and so they 
built a railroad 46 miles long, which 
connects their chief ‘town, Rawson, with 
Port Madrin, in Neuva bay,, ‘which is 
their shipping point. Founded by 4 
few Welsh starvelings, tne colony is 
now the home of 3800 prosperous people, 
of whom 1142 are Welshmen and the 
others are English, Italian and Argen- 
tine settlers. Cattle fafming is also car- 
ried on, and the settlers own 80,000 
horses, cattle and sheep. There is not 
a pauper. or a policeman in the com- 
munity, and the colonists have pianos, 
harps and violins, as well as ploughs 
and harrows. Sunday is religiously ob- 
served, and services in the shapels are 
conducted by seven Welsh and two 
church of England clergymen and a

Of 
mecessity its surroundings are crude 
and primitive, and in most cases your 
dinner is “thrown at you.” Yet we ac- 
cept the many inconveniences for the 
sake of the treat. 

Why not have the shore dinner at yowr 
homes? With the present railroad fa- 
cilities there is no place in the east where 
all the essentials cannot be furnished at 
a reasonable price.

That is the meal people go miles to 
enjoy, There is nothing about it difficult 
to. cook, nothing there that cannot be 
prepared for a party of five as well as 
for @ party of 500, no reason why it can- 
not be tastily and daintily served. 

I have in previous issues given you a 
recipe for fish and clam chowder and 
will not repeat them at this time, 

For steaming you should select small 
clams. (The sooner you get them after 
they are taken from the sand the better).

Thoice Recipes From Many Sources and 
of Acknowledged Worth. 
CREOLE FRITTERS, 

One half-pint of water, two ounces of 
butter, one-quarter pound of flour, three 
eggs, one-quarter of an ounce of cur- 
rants. Put the water and butter in & 
Faucepan with one lemon peel. When 
the water boils well, take out the peel, 
lift the saucepan from the fire, and put 
the flour fh by degrees, heating well; 


beating all the time, then 
take off the fire, break the eggs into the 
paste, one at a time, beating well, Should 
it be too stiff, break another egg into the 
paste, beat the currants In well, that 


paste. Have a saucepan with some hot 
lard in it (not too hot at first), and with 
a teaspoon drop the paste into it; 
when they have swelled enough make 
the lard a little hotter to color them. 
Take out and serve with powdered sugar. 
This quantity is sufficient for ten per- 
eons. 

BREAD-AND-BUTTER PUDDING. 

Butter thin slices of bread sufticient to 
| two-thirds fill a tworquart pudding 
dish. Butter the dish thickly with cold 
butter.and put ina layer of bread; sprin- 
kle over it a little cinnamon and grat- 
ed nutmeg and add a generous layer of 
raisins, and so on until the bread is 
ased, Cover with milk and let it stand 
over night or several hours, Thendrain 
off the milk which the bread has not ab- 
sorbed, and add to it four eggs, ‘well 
beaten, three-quarters of a cup of sugar, | 
and half a teaspoonful of salt. Pour 
this into the dish, press the bread down 
several times, then add enough more milk 
to fill nearly to the top of the dish. Bake 
in a moderate oven three hours, cover it 
at fret, but do not stir it.

TO MAKE JELLY, 
Generally cut up the fruit into small 
bits, and nearly cover with water, It 
will depend on the fruit whegher more 
or less water should be used. Cover the 
kettle and boil slowly until the fruit is 
broken to pieces, Put the fruit, juice and 
all, in a coarse bag, hanging the same in 
@ warm place to allow the jwice to drip. 
Toward the last of the drfpping take 


two spoons and press very lightly on the | 


sides of the bag to force the remaining 
juice through. Do not be too economi- 
cal about getting out every bit of the 
juice, for the more you squeeze it the 
cloudier the jelly will be when finished. 
Measure the juice, and to every pint al- 
low one pound of sugar; put the juice on 
the fire, and after it beging to boil, let it 
ccntinue to do so for just twenty min- 
utes. Do not cover the juice, and do 
not let it boil too hard. Skim frequently, 
At the same time you put the juice on 
place the sugar in a pan in the oven to 
heat; stir it up frequently from the bot- 
tom; shouid it brown a little on top it 
will not harm it. When the time of boil- 
ing is up, throw the sugar into the boil- 
ing juice, stirring constantly, It will 
hiss as it fallls in, and melt at once, Let 
the jelly just come to a boil and dip out, 
Have ready a heated pitcher with a 
piece of cheese cloth, wet in hot water 
over the top. Put each dipperful of the 
Jelly through this strainer, it will run 
through like water, and if the cloth is as 
hot as you can wring it out of the water 
there will be no waste of the jelly. Have 
the jelly glasses standing in a pan of hot 
water; take out, drain a minute, and 
turn the jelly in from the pitcher. Fill 
the glasses full and set away to cool. 
If these rules are followed out, no one 
need have poor or cloudy jelly. If it 
seems not quite as solid the next day as 
desired, set the glasses in the sun, and it 
will shrink to any desired consistency. 
Seal the top of the glasses over with 
white paper. Use only the best white 
granulated sugar. Loaf sugar is better 
still if one can afford it. - 


OMELET, — 

One-half cup scalded ‘milk, one tea- 
spoonful butter, one teaspoon corn 
starch, two eggs, one-half teaspoonful 
salt and one-half teaspoonful pepper. 
Cook the corn starch in the hot butter; 
add the hot milk gradually, stirring un- 
til smooth. Coo} .it slightly, then add 
the well-beaten yolks, and then the 
whites beaten stiff, Butter a hot omelet 
pan; pour in enough of the egg to cover 
the pan, roll it over as it cooks, and when 
brown toss it out intoa hot platter. Cook 
the remainder in the same way. By cook- 
ing the corn starch in the butter there 
will be no raw taste of it in the omeiet. 
This omelet will not become heavy if 
not eaten, at once. 


STRAWBERRY SHORTCAKE,

Mr. Grout came to Andover to reside 
about three or four months ago and 
lately, had been confined to. his bed for 
several weeks. Death was due to the 
weukening of the heart. 

For the past twenty-five years, Mr. 
Grout has.owned and managed the Hotel 


‘Windsor_of Boston, but, expecting not 


to.live long, he sold his hotel on June 
8th, desiring to leave his affairs in good 
shape. 

J, H. Grout, senior was born in Dan- 
vers, 67 years ago. Among his.first busi- 
ness ventures was the organization of 
the Beverly Express, now the Marshall 
& Moulton.Company. This was in the 
60’s and he carried on the business five 
or six years before selling it out. 

Afterwards he went to Peabody and 
started what is now the Monroe & 
Arnold Express Company. About th’s 
time he married Mr. Monroe’s ‘sister. 
Mr. Grout was interested in this com- 
pany, which is still run by a nephew, for 
several years, but later sold out his in- 


terest and entered the hotel business in- 


Boston. 

The Winthrop house was the first 
hotel to be run by him and he, at the 
same time, was carrying -on a livery 
stable on Chardon Street. Later he 
went into the harness business and had 
a store at the corner of Sudbury and 
Portland Streets. 

Mr. Grout failed during the’ panic, 
late in the 60's, but he settled in full 
with his creditors. The deceased is best 
known through his connection with the 
Windsor Hotel which he so efficiently 
managed. 

He leaves two sons, one of whom, J. H. 
Grout, Jr., being the present United 
States consul at Malta. He has been 
cabled in relation to his father’s death 
but can not get home for two or three 
weeks. The other son, F. B. Grout, is a 
resident of this town. He was formerly 
connected with the Boston Herald, as 
was also his brother, and with the hotel 
Windsor. The deceased is also survived 
by a sister, Mrs, R. A. Hanson , of 
Brooklyn, N. Y. 

The funeral took place from his son’s 
residence on Walnut Avenue this mornh- 
ing at 11 o’clock, Rev. W. W. Ryder of 
Salem officiating. Many friends came 
from Boston to attend the obsequies, 
and there were. many beautiful floral 
tributes. Burial was in the family lot 
at Danvers.

‘Wedding MILL FIRE. 


About 4. 15 o'clock, Wednesday morn- 
jing an alarm of fire summoned the 
North Andover department to the mill 
owned by Martin Towne located on the’ 
east bank of the Shawsheen river next 
the Brightwood Mfg. Co., on Sutton 
street. Flames were discovered in the 
rear of the second story of the struc- 
ture by James Rossi, watchman at the 
brightwood mill and through Richard 
Smith of the Standard Oil works an 
alarm was sent to the engine house, Mr. 
Towne having been previously aroused. 
Extinguishers from the Oil works and 
two streams from a neighboring hy- 
drant were applied by the firemen and 
the blaze was subdued after burning 
the rear end of the upper story and 
about one-half of the roof. The build- 
ing was a flat roofed structure owned 
by Mr. Towne and occupied by M. F.
